This PCT application claimed priority to Japanese application JP 1 1/186761, which 
was filed on June 30, 1999. 

ThePCTapplicationpublishedon January 11 2001 as WOOl/02851 Al. The cover 
page of the published PCT appHcation supports the listing of the inventors provided above. 

On December 3 1, 2001, the Applicants filed national stage papers in the United States 
with the fee required by 35 U.S.C. § 371(cXl). 

On June 18, 2002, the Applicants filed a Declaration executed by all named inventors, 
which responded to the Notification to file Missing Requirements under 35 U.S.C. § 371 
mailed on March 18, 2002. The executed Declaration was accompanied by a second 
Declaration from Yukio Kato, who avered to the fact that his name was incorrectly translated 
from Japanese into English when the PCT application was published. 

On July 26, 2002, the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office mailed a communication 
requiring the Applicants to file a petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.182 and the appropriate fee 
explaining all of the relevant facts pertaining to the Inventor's name. 

In particular, the Office stated that the change fi-om the correct name "Yukio" to the 
incorrect name of "Masao" was "clearly more than a mere typographical error or phonetic 
misspelling of the inventor's given name." (Page 2 of the Communication mailed July 26, 
2002). First, it is pointed out that in Yukio Kato's Declaration, it is clearly stated that the 
error was a result of a incorrect tma^ and not a mere typographical error or phonetic 
misspelling. 

The error of Yukio Kato's name was discovered in January 2002 by the Japanese firm 
who prepared the PCT application and incorrectly translated Yulcio Ka.o's name on the PCT 
application papers. On January 31, 2002, the Japanese firm contacted the Applicants'

undersigned U.S. representatives to inform them of this mistake, which led to the filing of the 
Declaration and Power of Attorney and Declaration of Yukio Kato filed in the U.S. Patent 
and Trademark Office. 

A Declaration of Yukiko Tao from the Japanese firm who made the mistake is also 
filed hereto to attest to the discovery of the error and the steps taken to correct the error. As 
stated in the Declaration, the error was an inadvertent error and arose without deceptive 



intent. 



A Declaration of Yukio Kato to attest to tl,e mistranslation of his first name has 
already been filed with the Declaration and Power of Attorney in response to the Notice to 
file Missing Requirements under 35 U.S.C. § 371 mailed on March 18, 2002. The 
Declaration and Power of Attorney also listed his correct first name "Yukio." 

With respect to the seventh named inventor, Yuichi Sugiyama, the name was 
incorrectly typed as "Yugiyama" in the PCT request submitted to the Japanese receiving 
office. On November 30, 2000, the Japanese representative filed A "Request for Retification 
of Obvious Error" to correct "Yugiyama" into "Sugiyama" in the Japanese receiving office. 
A copy of the Request is attached. This request has since been granted as evidenced by the 
attached "Notification of Decision on Cotrection" and the revised front page of the PCT 
publication. 
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For the reasons set forth above, it is requested that this petition be granted and the 

apphcation forwarded to the proper personnel for further processing and examination.
